“SAM TEST” BOARDS THE GREAT EASTERN. 


Dear ** Spirit’’—-Being related to Captain Hall, of the Great Eastern, I 
felt more than ordinary interest in her arrival at New York, but finding 
ten and nearly eleven days had passed without her, I began to fear ano- 
ther disappointment. On the afternoon of the eleventh day, however, 
while leisurely walking down Broadway, having nothing to do, and de- 
termined to do that most diligently, | was suddenly roused from my in- 
difference, and precipitated into a heat—or an omnibus—by the inciden- 
tal announcement of a friend that the ‘‘ship’’ had arrived. On reaching 
the consignees, where I learned atug had gone to meet her at 10 A. M., 
I found by telegraph that she had crossed the bar, the only point of diffi. 
culty in her navigation, and would reach Hammond-street dock that af- 
ternoon. I then began to speculate how I might get on board of her, as 
I wa$ bound to do so if possible, as Captain Hall was not only a relative, 
but a warm personal friend, with whom, last summer, I had spent many 
pleasant hours in Londoo. On reaching Hammond-street, I found by 
the presence of numerous policemen that she really was expected there, 
and by degrees a large crowd assembled, and the tops of the neighboring 
houses, and masts, yards, rigging, and decks of the ships, began to be 
dotted with anxious spectators. I waited, wandering about for an hour 
or so, sometimes jostling in the crowd, now perched on the side of @ coal- 
barge, now up in the rigging of some neighboring ship. At last I spied, 
coming up the river, the great ship, easily recognised amidst the sur- 
rounding vessels by her immense size. Uncertain where she was going 
to lie, whether in the stream, or close to the wharf, I hesitated what to 
do. On inguiry, I found I could get a boat at the foot of Christopher- 
street, three streets below. There I found a young fellow of nineteen, 
ready, if I had the right to do so, to put me aboard. He had a raciog 
wherry that I could carry on my shoulder, made for the rower only, on 
which he said, if I sat true in the middle, he'd see me to the ship in 
safety. In I got (and into the water nearly) and for about a half hour 
we tried to near the great ship, but a8 she was moving up stream, in 
order to turn to her dock, we found the approach difficult, and hailing 
distance almost impossible.

Dear ‘'Spirit'’—After a long and delightful conversation, full to over- 
flowing of spiritual reminiscences, interspersed with sundry good wish es 


for the prosperity and bappiness of the whole ‘‘Spirit family,’’ including 
its patrons and readers, the proprietors of Chatterton and myself reluc- 
tantly separated for the night at a very late hour 
Awmonest a creat variety of delightful relics of the past to be seen at 
Chatterton, I was parti rly struck with a pair of large silver-mouut d 
bolsters and pistols, worn by the Hon. Col. John Tayloe, of the Counc l 
of Lord Dunmore, avd subsequently used by bis gon, Col. Johan Tayloe, 


of Mount Airy; a beautiful sword, voted by Virginia (with an appre- 


priate inscription) to Lieut. Jobn Tayloe for great ga!lantiy in the 


capture of the Guierrierre, and a medal voted by Congress to the same 
for the victory won on the Cayane and Levant; a massive richly-chased 
solid silver-cased scimeter of the finest tempered steel, yclept ataghan, 
or yatigban, picked up in the streets of Tunis, and brought from there 
by the father of the preseat Col. Jobn Tayloe, the late Lieut. Tayloe. 
Chatterton baving been in the Tayloe family during the 17th century, 
passed to the Thorntons and Washipngtons, and by those mutations 
always occurring, is again in the possession of i's original possessors 
Chatterton, although vot possessing the same historic interest of some 
of tbe o'd county seats of this portion of Virgiuia, yet, indeed, it is 
remarkable for the magnificent and varied character of its scenery and 
view, embracing water, landscape, mountains, and the railroad and 
steambcat depots at AquiaCreek The James Guy and the Philadelphi», 
each call going up to Washiogton, and on their return, at the fine land- 
ing at Chatterton. Just step out into the yard at Chatterton, turn your

The drawing-rccm at Chatterton contains a portrait of Lieut. Jobn 
Tayloe, ‘ater of the present Col. John Tayloe, who fought under Hull 
and Stewart in their first and last battles with Great Biitain. He had 
bis family taste for borses, and was celebrated as the best driver and 
rider of hisday. Of the present owner of Chatterton I can only say he 
is not behind bis ‘illustrious predecessors’ in devotion to cavalry, and 


can, to my knowledge, handle pretty well a double tandem or four-in- | 


band. 

At Chatterton, through the considerate kindness of Col. John Tayloe, 
I, for the first time, met that worthy ‘‘cbip of the cli block,” the young 
and gallant Harry, of Mount Airy, who, in company with my friend E 
Puinsett Tayloe, Esq., and Mr. Mitchell (4 very pleasant gentleman) 
came to Chatterton to drive with us. How delighted I was to meer 
with this noble scion of a house distinguished from time immemorial} 
down to the present, the gifted, the generous, the chivalric young 
Harry. I could not but calculate the happiness of the lady fair who is 
to bind with the silken cords of matrimony this generous and noble 
young map. Ab, Harry, if Ido not greatly mistske the sgas of the 
times, it will not be long before those silken cords will be thrown all 
around thee with such force, that to extricate thyself some far and hap- 
py maiden will have to be led to the bymeneal altar. And taen may 
happiness and peace attend thee.

Marmion, King George Co., Va., July 5, 1860. 

Dear ‘'Spirii’’—Marmion, the residence of Dangerfield Lewis, Esq., is 
one of the oldest seats in the Northern Neck, the bouse being over ove 
bundred years cld. I notice here more of the old-fashioned wainscoting 
than I remember to have seen anywhere else. The paanelled sides of 
the antique drawing-room were paiuted by a Hessian sollier, who 
called to see Major George Lewis (father of Dangertield Lewis) after tbe 
war. Major George Lewis was a nepbew of General George Washiogton, 
attended at the death of General Mercer, at Princeton, and at one time 
was Mujor Commandant of the Life Guard of the Revolution. His son, 
the present Dangerfield Lewis, father in-law of Col. John Tayloe, I saw 
wearing the revolutionary buttoms of the Life Guard. I was more than 
delighted with this estimable old gentleman. He is now past eighty, 
yet rides erect, and ready always to fuliow the hounds, greatly enjoying 
acciety, fond of the youngest company, and now, as always, @ first-rate 
borseman. Io the drawing-room at Marmion I gaz3d with p’easure and 
with a feeling akin to reverence at the life-like and life-siz-d portraits 
of Fielding Lewis and bis wife Betty, sister to Washington. Tue resem- 
blance of Mrs. Cul. John Tayloe to ber great grandfather’s picture is 
striking. I saw the sword worn at Braddock’s defeat, and an old-fastioned 
amall dress-sword, said to have been used by Gen. Washington in an 
rencontre with a French cfficer in the old Colonial times. I do not 
doubt this, for it looked asif it had drank blood in many a band to band 
rencontie. The clock given to Wasbiogton by Frederick the G:eat of 
Prussia, and the key-box used by the mother of Washington. I could 
hardly tear myself away from Marmion, so deeply bad 1 become cuained 
by the, conversation of Mr. Lewis as weil as by those interesting and ex- 
traordivary relics of the immortal dead. 

I mention it more in sorrow than in anger that Ialso saw at Marmion, 
nesr unto those sacred relics, ‘‘a John Brown pike’ brought from the 
seat of war by Col. John Tayloe, especially for his father-in-law, and 
placed by him in juxtaposition with Washington's sword. 

On our road to Marmion, Col. T and myself made a friendly call 
at the ‘‘Eagle’s Nest,’’ the residence of the Culonel’s friend and neigh- 
bor, T. J. Grimes, Esq.

porate than Texas or the border countries. The lead mines of Granby | 
i vielding rich harvests, and thousands can find employment for years 

i come. | have made a stay there of three days, and travelled around 
ne miles, in all directions finding mounds of earth turned up, with ever- 
rarning windlasses discharging tons of rich ore. The town has certainly 
, singular appearance, and offers anything but a flattering prospect for 
the new comer. With a population of nearly three thousand, there is 
not a single two-story house, and even men of fortune are satisfied with 
, rough log cabin. But the money is flowing in, and they live on with 
the certainty of soon seeing a large city spring up. The principal min- 
ing lands now being worked are held by the Pacitic Rail Road company, 
and leased to Messrs. Blow & Kennett, who sub-lease them to any who 
chooses to try their hand at mining, taking all the ore raised. at a stipu- 
jated price. ‘This firm keep in constant work eight smelting furnaces, 
turning out about thirty tons of ‘‘pig’’ per day. They pay on an ave- 
age six thousand dollars per week for labor, and have in their hands a 
perfect mint. Outside of Granby, in Newtonia, other rich mines have 
peen discovered, and in fact the whole adjacent count1y is almost a bed 
of mineral. The price of lands, I am told, has more than trebled within 
the past twelve months, and capital is fast flowing in. The great re- 
ouirement, at the present time, is labor, which is well paid for, and 
when { looked upon the hardy miner after his day’s toil, I thought how 
much better off would thousands be who at present are a pest to our 
creat cities, would they but take to the pick and shovel for an honest 
i In this log hut town there is no hotel, but the spirit of en- 
orking away from the Rail Road section, and several good 


livelihood. 
terprise is w 
puildings are going up on freehold land. 

On my journey to this place I passed through Mount Vernon—not the 
Mount Vernon—but a neatly built town of some eight hundred inhabi- 
‘ants, where I enjoyed a soft bed and good night’s rest. All through 
she South West I noticed prospects for excellent crops, copious rains dur- 
ing the past few weeks having so moistened mother earth as to gladden 
the hearts of all farmers. 

Springfield is considered the ‘‘peacock town’’ of this section of the 
country, and both religiously and morally can go be considered. With a 
population of some three thousand, the county seat of Greene County, 
not a grocery is licensed, nor is a drop of liquor sold at any store. Ihad 
occasion to test this after my arrival, as one of my horses was quite lame, 
and I thought a whiskey bath might give some relief. I first applied to 
a family grocery for a quart. ‘‘Hav’nt any,’’ was the reply; ‘‘ain’t al- 
lowed to sell it in this town.’’ I tried a second and third with the same 
result, and as a last resort applied to a large new drug store. Iwas told 
by the gentlemanly clerk that they could not let me have even a bottle 
without a physician’s certificate, and having represented myself asa 
stranger, knowing no person in town, as also the use I wished to make of 
it, | was obliged to leave without the article. My poor horse suffered, 
and so did 1, but, thanks to the Overland Mail Stage Agent, my suffer- 
ings have been relieved by a dip into a dingy old demijohn containing an 
eight dollar mixture. Last week a citizen, long resident, applied to the 
County Clerk, and obtained a billiard table license. He at once com- 
menced fitting up a neat room, but the learned Council met and revoked 
the license. An objection was made, but even with the Mayor’s sanction 
the ‘‘wise heads’’ overruled, and no billiard table will be allowed. I have 
asked several citizens what they did for amusement, and have been an- 
swered, *‘We have none.’’ No lecture or exhibition has been here for 
months, and should our ‘‘Jeemes'’ come this way with bis ‘‘Chit-Chat,’’ 
he might be allowed the privilege of giving his pleasing entertainment 
by paying a license tax of thirty dollars for each and every performance.

GROUSE OF THE UNITED STATES.—No. 5. 


Read before the N. Y Lyceum of Nat. History, April 23, 1860. 





Sharp-talled Grouse—Pedioczetes-phasianellus—Baird. 





The next Grouse in the series to which I would call your attention is 
the sharp-tailed grouse or Northwestern prairie hen. This species, resem- 
vling very closely the pinnated grouse of the more Eastern States, in- 
habits the Northern plains and prairies from Wisconsin to the Cascade 
Mountains of Oregon and Washington. The Eastern margin of its range 
overlaps, so to speak, the territory of the pinnated’grouse, and forms the 
Eastern boundaries of Iowa and Minnesota for several hundred miles West- 
ward both species may be found together. But gradually in proceeding 
more Westward the pinnated grouse is found more and more scarce, until 
it finally disappears, leaving the field to the present bird. So gradual 
has been the substitution of the one species for the other, that the set- 
tlers make no distinctions, but consider all alike. Upon examination, 
however, the most palpable differences can be found. The sharp-tailed 
stouse lacks the elongated feathers, so marked a feature of the other 
bird. The spots on the breast are V shaped, the under plumage ofthe 
pinnated grouse having on the contrary distinct horizontal black bars. 
‘he legs (tarsi) of the former are more feathered, the bill stouter, the 
‘ail Sharper, &c. here are many other differences readily appreciable 
°2 comparison. The flesh of the present epecies, I think, is much supe- 
‘or to that of its Eastern relation. 

Hybrids between the two species are not uncommon in places were 
‘oth are found. Mr. John G. Bell, the well-known taxidermist, has in 
‘ollection several interesting specimens of these. 

This grouse is now not unfrequently found in the New York markets 
‘0 winter, being readily brought from great distances by rail. 

In 1853 I found the species very abundant in the upper Missouri and 
“ong the vallies of its small tributaries. By the middle of August the 
young had attained good size, and flying strongly and well, gave good 
‘port. They were at that time in the very best condition for the table. 
‘remember well a good day’s sport which I bad on the morrow after the 
‘ttrounding prairies had been on fire. Thousands of the birds had con- 

‘tegated in small green spots along the river bottom, which by reason 
of the protection afforded by the deep gullics aud dry water courses had 


' viz., the ruffled grouse, sharp-tailed grouse, Franklin’s grouse, and the

escaped the conflagration. On that day any number could be obtained | 
with but little trouble ; few were killed, however, as we had but little 
shot. 

In the Rocky Mountain passes we found them abundant in the open | 
grounds and near water courses. Where ‘‘openings’’ and forest alter- 
nated several representatives of the grouse tribe could be obtained in the | 


course of the morning, atleast four species being constantly resident, 


dusky or blue grouse. 

At Fort Owen, in the St. Mary’s Valley, they are excessively abundant 

on wheat stubbles in autumn. I have seen them there, at that season, 

rising in flocks of a thousand or more, with a noise resembling thunder. 

In this habit of congregating in vast flocks just before winter, they again 
resemble their relatives, the pinnated grouse, as well as their equally re- 

lated sage-fowl. On cold mornings they may often be fouad sitting in 
sunny exposures. In hardihood they are fully equal to’ the sage-fow] | 
and are quite as able to bear extreme cold as the pinnated grouse, and 
far exceede the latter in their ability to withstend great heat, and re- 
gions of aridity and desolation. Upon being flushed they, like their re- 
latives mentioned, riee with a cackling noise, and attaining headway with 
a few vigorous efforts, sail away either in a straight line, or in the arc of 
a very large circle. 

Nuttall says :—‘‘The Northern limit of the range of this species, ac- 
cording to Richardson, is Great Slave Lake in 61°, and its Southern re- 

corded station is in 41°, on the Missouri. It abounds on the outskirts 
of the Saskatchewan plains, and is found throughout the wooded districts 
of the fur-countries, in open glades, and thickets on the borders of lakes, 
particularly on the partially cleared tracts contiguous to the trading 
posts. In winter, like the pinnated grouse, it perches generally'on trees, 

but in summer it is much on the ground, and is at all times associated 
in convoys of ten to sixteen individuals. Early in spring a family of 
these birds selects a level spot, whereon they meet every morning and 
run round in a circle of 15 or 20 feet in diameter, on which the ground 
becomes worn quite bear. On approaching this ring the birds squat close 
to the ground, but in a short time stretch out their necks to survey the 
intruder, and if not scared by any nearer advance, they soon resume 
their circular course, some running to the right and others to the left, 
thus meeting and crossing each other. These ‘‘partridge dances’ las 

fora month or more until concluded by the more serious employ of in- 
cubation. Inimitation of this curious amusement of the sharp-tailed 
grouse, the Indians of the upper Missouri have what they also call a par- 
tridge-dance, in which the old men chiefly join. Poe Rais.

SHORT RULES FOR TRAINING TWO-YEAR-OLDS 

ConoorD, La., Sept. 8th, 1860. 
J. J. H., Esq.— My Dear Sir: I herewith hand you a few ‘‘short Rules 
for Training Two Year Olds,’’ knowing you have an outside, and Davy 
an inside knowledge on the subject, I have not been either very diffuse 
or concise in my little treatise. 

The fact is, as it regards work, no exact directions can be given. The 
trainer must be governed by circumstances, which are only developed as 
the working of the horses proceeds. I will suppose one case: You have 
two colts, same age, and apparently the same in all respects ; you put 
them to work on, say, eight quarts of feed in twenty-four hours. They 
both go quietly, and are managed by boys of the same weight. You 
work them along at the same distance for two orthree years. You now 
begin to brush them ; one of the colts contiaues the same easy -go-along 
sort of a fellow, doing no more than he is called on todo. The other, 
after a brush or two, seems just to wake up, and every time you gallop 
him, he is on the bit the whole time, darting away whenever he gets a 
chance, and pulling the boy’s arms off—taking a fourth more exercise in 
going a mile than his companion, or than he did himself before you be- 
gan to brush him. 

Now it must be evident to every thinking man, that if these colts con- 
tinue to eat the same quantity, and go the same distance in their daily 
work, both of them cannot come to the Post in condition. It will pro- 
bably be necessary to shorten the free-goer’s work, and perhaps to in- 
crease his feed to ten or even twelve quarts in smontpdene bours. If his 
work was moderate as to distance, say a mile, or a mile and a quarter 
each gallop in the morning, and a mile in the afternoon when he did not 
brush in the morning, the increase of food would probably be sufficient. 
Should he become very excitable, it would be well to omit his brush al- 
together for a week, and then let him move by himself. 

With the other colt, the non-excitable one, you would probably find 
the distance not sufficient to get the flesh off him, and you would have 
to increase his work from a mile and a quarter to a mile and three-quar- 
ters or two miles in his second gallop. As he was eating only eight 
quarts in twenty-four hours, you could not well reduce his feed. If he 
continued hard to reduce, you will have to increase the severity of his 
sweats, and the rate as well as the length of his gallops. This style of 
horse requires to be worked up to his race. ‘The more excitable class 
should not be treated in the same manner, but their work should be les- 
sened a little, particularly the fast work. All horses are, in disposition 
and temper, grades of the two just described, and must be treated ac- 





‘‘Animated Nature’’ do I find any mention of this ‘‘varmint,’’ a promi- 
nent member of the feline race; and I am truly astonished that it 
should have so completely escaped the notice of our eminent naturalists, 
men of deep study and extensive research. My astonishment is the 
greater since Iam made aware of the fact that this monster was nota 
denizen of the tangled brake, a prowler amid trackless wilds, but made 
his den close to crowded thoroughfares, and sought his victims alike in 
the open glare of day or under cover of the night. Perhaps this ‘‘kit- 
ten’’ may been a strictly local institution, and thus escaped the eyes of 
those shrewd old savans. As we find no foasil remains of this ‘‘Tiger,’’ 
his existence might be pronounced mystical, were it not that we have 
come across the oldest citizen—a man handed down from those good old 
days, the gallon-law, cock-fighting, quarter-racing, camp-meeting, mus- 
ter-going days of Mississippi—a man who recollects well when the ‘‘Blind 
Tiger’’ was the terror of that State, and ‘‘Tiger’s milk’’ was the favorite 
beverage of ferocious youths. 

A few years ago I found myself, one cold December day, sitting 
around the stove, in a certain reception-room, listening to the *‘expe- 
rience’ of a man whose face was tanned by the exposure of many years 
and marked with scars. Though an old man, his broad shoulders dis- 
played a power akin to Samson’s, with fingers that closed down with 
the clamp of a vice, and seemingly a ‘‘bear-hug’’ would be fun compared 
with his under-hold in a tussle. He gave his name as ‘‘Fulton, of Bar- 
grass,”’ and, according to his reckoning, ‘‘had run the river from Or- 
leers to Louisville for thirty years, and knew every bar and bend on the 
Mississippi—equally at home on a steamer, a raft, or a broad-horn.”’ 
Among his other experiences [ recorded the following :— 

‘““It war several years ago that me and Ben Horton war runnin’ the 
Little Pike, a flat, loaden with projuce, and tradin’ along the coast. 
One night, when the fog war as thick as ever I seed it, we drifted purty 
close by a house whar they war fiddlin’, drinkin’, and frolickin’ like 
fury. After floatin’ bout an hour we passed close by another house 
whar they war dancin’ and cuttin’ up like the devil; and, after a while, 
we passed another. And so on, every hour or 80 we would pass a house 
whar they war carryin’ on in high style, and, what seemed the curious- 
est thing, at every place they had a nigger fiddler always playin’ the 
same chune. At last, says Ben to me: 

‘**Aint these here the beatenest folks along this river fur frolickin’, 
you ever seed? J jest wish I war ashore to give ’em a little of the re- 
gular Kentucky touch.’ 

‘‘And then Ben began to dance away on top of the flat ; fur I tell you, 
next to ashowy horse, a fiddler’s the thin’ to touch Kentuck’s finer 
feelin’s. 

‘*Well, when we found ourselves next mornin’, dod bust me, if we 
badn’t been travellin’ round through the fog in one big eddy all nig ht ; 
and, you see, all them houses whar they war frolickin’ so war the same 
house all the time, which we would pass by once in a while. I tell you, 
me and Ben war mad enough, but as we war close to a small town, we 
concluded to run ashore and try the chances for tradin’. Just as we 
tied up and snoved out a plank, down comes a crowd of fellows to in- 
spect us. Among ’em war one tremendous big fellow, and I saw, from 
signs hung out, that he had been on a bust all night before. 

‘* ‘Whooper !’ he hollered, jumpin’ up and crackin’ his heels together, 
‘here’s Tom Rawlins, the fighting dog of Adams; bring out your wild 
cats, gentlemen, if you want ’em chawed up. 1’masmashin’ tornadoina

SHORT RULES FOR TRAINING TWO-YEAR-OLDS. 
FIRST WEEK. 

Trot a mile after walking a mile. Take the boys off on the track ; in 
sweating, scrape the colts, and rub lightly and quickly. Caress the 
colts ; lead to the stable and rub dry ; lead around the ring for twenty 
minutes ; give water in four draughts, five minutes between each draught ; 
wash legs, lead into stable, rub and clean off; rub legs very lightly, with 
soft cloths, just enough to get the legs dry; no hand rubbing of legs. 
Colts are frequently ,buckshinned by too much rubbing. At 12 o'clock, 
walk for half an hour ; water whilst walking ; brush off and feed 

In the afternoon, walk under saddle for an hour; water after return- 
ing tostable in the same manner as in the morning ; it is a good habit to 
get into. Wash legs and clean off as in the morning. Feed, and shut 
up the stable for the night. If it is very dry, and you have a good place, 
stand them in the water for fifteen or twenty minutes. If it is very dry, 
and you cannot stand them in the water, stuff feet with a mixture of 2 
quarts tar, 2 do. molasses, 1 do. lard ; wet tow or cotton with mixture, 
and stuff it into their feet. Continue this work for a week. 

Take great care not to alarm the colts inany way. Allow them in 
their trots to pass and repass each other. Such weather as this (August 
20th) you cannot clothe too light. The clothing, however, must be 
changed with the weather, and must be done promptly. Suppose it is 
very warm, and your colts are standing under sheets, a slight change 
takes place, put on another sheet. It gets colder, put on linsey, and 

take off one of the sheets; still cooler, add another linsey. If it gets 
cold, take off the sheet and replace it with a blanket. It becomes very 
cold, add another blanket : your colts will then have clothes on for cold- 
est weather. Asit begins to moderate, take off alinsey and replace it 
with asheet ; and as it continues to moderate, reduce the clothing as you 
put it on by substituting one piece for another, until you get down to 
the usual quantity for the ordinary state of the weather. 

In summer, a thin sheet ; in early falla sheet and lindsey ; later, two 
sheets and a linscy ; still later, a sheet and blanket; still later, linsey 
and blanket ; still later, sheet, linsey, and blanket; which will be the 
quantity required in our ordinary winter weather. In fall and winter, an 
extra piece at night is almost always required, varying according to the 
weather, from a sheet to a heavy blanket. 

The stable should be well ventilated, by having plenty of openings 
five feet or more above the heads of the horses; and in fine, warm wea- 
ther, the air should be admitted through large windows. In wihter and 
fall, the windows should be opened on the side and end of the stable 
opposite to the quarter from whence the wind comes, 80 as not to expose 
the horses to a draft. There should be no cracks under the doors, or in 
the sides of the stable, through which the air would blow on the horses. 
The proper temperature of the stable will be indicated by the appearance 
of the horse’s coat. If they are soft, glossy, and pliable, the temperature 
of the stable is about right, and the temperature of the horse must be 
kept up to that point by clothing, as it cannot be well done by artificial 
heat. Every care mut be taken to prevent the horses from taking cold, 
and it can be done only by a most judicious chang: of clothing. 

The feed should be mixed, two parts of hominy to five parts of oats. 
The colts should eat from 8 to 12 quarts of feed a day—that is, in twenty- 
four hours, to be regulated by the form, quantity of flesh, work, &c. 
From a quart toa pint should be given at daylight, two oc three at 9 
o'clock, A. M., two at 12 o’clock, from a pint to a quart at 3 or 4 o'clock, 
P. M., and from two to four quarts at night. They should have, witha 
few exceptions, as much hay and fodder as they will eat given to them 
three times a day—at 9 A. M., at 12 M., andat night. They will gene- 
rally eat from four to seven pounds in 24 hours. 

SECOND WEEK. 

Feed as last week. Get colts out a little after daylight ; if the track is 
nota half mile from the stable, walk for fifteen minutes. ‘Trot a mile 
slow, and then gallop a mile slow. If the mornings are cool, put a long 
linsey over the saddles, and take it off before you begin to gallop, and 
put it on again as soon asthe gallop is over. Scrape if necessary after 
the gallop, and run the cloths over them as before directed, and con- 
tinue this work every morning unless it is very windy or wet. ‘Treat- 
ment for the balance of the day, same asin first week. Continue this 
work for a week. 

THIRD WEEK. 

In the afternoon of the last day of second week, prepare the colts for a 
light sweat. Give them only 25 swallows of water; at night only half 
the usual quantity of fodder, and give a warm bran mash, composed of 
half feed and half bran, instead of their usual feed. Next morning give 
only a pint of feed, put on two, three, four, or five blankets, according to 
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the weather. Walk a mile, then trot a mile; and if the colts swea 
enough, scrape and give three or four swallows of tepid water, with whicl 
a little meal and salt has been mixed. Trot another mile; if they 
sweat freely, take everything off the track and scrape them well. Ther 
put on one or two blankets and over-piece, according to the weather

When rubbing back, loins, and 
quarters, cover the shoulders and neck, and so on until the horse is 
nearly dry; then throw off the covering entirely. The object In| cover- | 
ing one portion of the body while another portion is being rubbed, is to 
prevent the horse from cooling too rapldly by evaporation. If the day is | 


cold, and the skin of the horse begins to get cold before he is quite dry, | 


brush him off and clothe pretty warm and walk him out. Have the air 
taken off the water, put enough meal in it to make it white, and add salt 
sufficient just to make it taste. Let them drink a little when they come 
out of the stable, as they will be very thirsty. Then walk for fifteen mi- 
nutes, and give them water as before directed. Wash legs in warm water ; 
clean off, feed with mash and fodder as usual. At night feed as usual. 
Next morning walk about half a mile ; put on over-pieces ; walk about 


ten minutes, and gallop another mile ; put on over-pieces; walk about 


quarter of a mile, scrape and rub as before directed. Continue this work 
for the week—letting the colts pass and repass each other in the gallop.

The rest of the week 
give the same exercise as before directed, unless you find some of the 
colts losing flesh too fast, then omit, with them, the afternoon gallop. 
The second brush morning, after the move of half a mile, omit the fast 
work at the end of the first gallop, and let the colts in the second gallop 
stride a little up the back stretch and through the front one at about half 
speed. Next brush!morning, move as usual, and give the same work. 
Sweat as usual. 
EIGHTH WEEK. 

After the sweat, prepare the colts as after the last sweat. Next morn- 
ing, walk, trot, and gallop, a mile, then strip; and in the next gallop, 
let the colts move from the half mile post at about half speed; when 
they get into the front stretch, make them run through at the top of 
their rate. This move will give you some idea of the speed of the colts. 
Every brush morning this week, let the colts in their last move, go near- 
ly up to the top of their rate. Atthe end of the week, sweat as usual, 
and prepare fora run next morning. Steam the fodder and give onlya 
handful, give only two quarts of feed and only twenty swallows of water. 
Muzzle immediately after they have finished eating. Next morning 
walk, trot, and gallop a mile, slow ; then strip ; put up the riders, and 
direct them to gallop slow to within twenty-five or thirty yards of the 
half mile, and break and run the half mile home. Direct them to keep a 
good pull on the colts, bat to make them dotheir best. If you have 
not already done so, now put spurs on the riders. As the colts will pro- 
bably be frightened by the run, the day after, gallop very slow; and on 
the brush mornings do not let them go more than half speed, but let the 
brush be Jonger. Continue this kind of work through the week. Sweat 
as usual, aud prepare fora brush only. The morning after the sweat, 
give a good strong brush in each gallop; that afternoon prepare fora 
run next morning, by giving twenty swaliows of water and a handful 
of steamed fodder, and two quarts of feed. In the morning give a 
pint of feed; walk, trot, and gallop, aa before directed ; then strip and 
saddle for a half mile run. Direct ths boys to break aud run half a mile 
as before directed. In twenty minutes repeat them, and you ought to 
be able to determine which of the colts is the best. 

It is not intended to put the spurs on to ride the half mile move, but 
to get the colts a little accustomed to them in their exercise before giving 
them the half mile and repeat run. Should you not be satisfied with the 
trial, go ona week or two longer, giving the work to suit the condition 
of the different colts—of this, the half mile and repeat run will enable 
you to judge. If it is in the fall after the colts are two, or in the spring 
before they come three, you can at the beginning of the ninth week, 
after the usual sweat, let your colts (or those you wish to try at that dis- 
tance,) stride a mile at about half speed; the others you can run a half 
mile and repeat again, using this time the spurs. 

At the end of the ninth sweat, as before directed, prepare for a brush 
the next morning ; and the afternoon after the brush, prepare as before 
directed for a run ofa mile. Walk and trot as usual; strip andrun a 
mile. Direct the boys to pull well ail the time, and have them a littlein hand 
round the turns, but let them do nearly their best up the back stretch, and 
their very best down the front stretch. If you have any doubts as to 
which is the best colt, orif it be late in the fall, or a second spring 
training, repeatthem a mile, unless they appear very much distressed 
after the first run. In that case, continue them in training another week. 
In the middle of the week draw them a little, and let them in their se- 
cond gallop move through the mile with their clothes on at about half speed, 
not faster. 

No brushes during the week nor strong work, except the move of a 
mile. Sweat as usual at the end of the week each colt according to his 
state of flesh, condition, & Next morning work as usual, and give a 
light move of three or four hundred yards at the end of the first gallop ; 
in the second gallop, give two moves, but do not let the colts go quite up 
to the top of their speed. 

Prepare for a mile and repeat, run as before directed ; walk and trot as 
usual; stripandrun. Take care to have the exact weights up if possible. 
Shoes make a difference of three seconds ina mile. Between the heats 
clothe according to the weather, and try to get some sweat ; and as soon 
as you get ascrape, begin to cool down about seven minutes before the 
time (twenty minutes) expires; rub quickly and lightly. In the fourth 
i make the feed stronger by mixing three parts of hominy to five of 
oats. 


PHYSIC. 

All gross horses should have atleast one dose of medicine before they 
go into active training. The best medicine for horses is Barbadoes Aloes. 
After the horse or colts have been walking for eight or ten days, give 
them bran mashes for thirty-six hours, with one half of the usual 
quantity of hay. For twelve hours previous to giving the medicine, give 
no hay, and muzzle the horses. After the medicine is given, continue the 
mashes ; give no hay, and keep the muzzles on until the medicine oper- 
ates, whichit will do in from twelve to thirty hours. Give as much 
white water as the horses will drink. Assoon as the medicine begins to 
operate, give a little hay, and continue the mashes until there have been 
three or four discharges from the bowels; then give the usual feed. 
Should the medicine operate more than six or eight times, mix a little 
starch in the water the horses drink. If that does not arrest the parging, 
give injections of starch and laudanum. Four or five days should elapse 
after the medicine has ceased to operate, before the horses are put to

SENATOR FITZPATRICK’S PLANTATION, NEAR 
MONTGOMERY, ALA. 


DESCRIPTION OF OAK GROVE AND ITS INHABITANTS—CONDITION OF THE SLAVES 
—THEIR MANNER OF LIVING AND WORKING—INTERIOR OF THEIR CABINS— 
SKETCHES FROM LIFE—PECULIAR CHARACTERISTICS OF THE NEGRO RACE— 
THEIR MODE OF SAVING MONEY—OLD PENSIONERS—RUNAWAY NEGROES— 
SMART WOMEN—-NEBGRO AMUSEMENTS—COON HUNTING—-TRAPPING WILD

For the last two days I have been a guest at the plantation of Senator 
Fitzpatrick, on the Coosa River, about thirteen miles from this city, 
where, through the kind hospitality of Mr. Joha Fitzpatrick, one of the 
members of the Senator's family, every opportunity was afforded me to 
observe closely the workings of negro slavery in all its minutest details. 
Oak Grove—for such is the name of Mr. Fitzpatrick’s estate—is one of 
the oldest and most extensive plantations in the State. It extends along 
the river about two miles and a half, and embraces an area of over 6000 
acres. From 375 to 400 acres are put under cultivation every year, 
yielding an income to its proprietor of about $5000 per annum in cot- 
ton alone. The mansion is pleasantly situated on an eminence, over- 
looking an extensive tract of bottom land, and is built of wood in the 
usual Southern style, with extensive piazzas and projecting eaves. In 
the rear is situated the dairy ; a smoke house containing 30,000Ibs. of 
bacon ; barn, corn cribs, and outhouses for cattle, wagons, &c. Still 
further to the rear is a row of frame houses, one story aad attic high, 
tenanted by the negroes, and presenting all the appearance of a little 
village. Having expressed a desire to see the iaterior of the cabins and 
converse with some of the occupants, my host proposed that we should 
pay a visit to the negro quarters after supper, when the slaves would all 
be home from the fields. Accordingly, after tea we started on our visit, 

and after walking a short distance entered the cabin of 

_ Mary, THe Doctress anp Nurse.—Here there was a cheerful tire blaz- 
ing on the hearth, and everything seemed neat aad comfortable. I 
found Mary a very intelligent person. She said she treated pneumonia

Marcu, a mulatto, about seventeen years of age, one of the field 
hands, is worthy of notice. He is a fine intelligent boy, and talks frog) 
upon all matters appertaining to the plantation. He told me that he 
made $30 by his cotton patch last year, and upon inquiring what he did 
with the money, he informed me that he ‘‘throwed the most of it awa 
upon a watch.’’ , 

‘‘Why, have you got a watch?’ I inquired, not a little astonigheq at 
the discovery I had made. 

‘*Yes, sir,’’ he answered, ‘‘a detached lever, and I am learning right 
smart to tell the time, too.’’ 

He informed me that he attended church regularly every Sunday, for 
the purpose of seeing the girls. Upon asking him if there was any pros. 
pect of his getting married, he replied in the negative, and gave me to 
understand that it was his intention to remain single all his life. yy 
was opposed to matrimony from considerations of economy, and ‘did not 
believe,’’ he said, ‘tin earning morey for a wife to spend in dregs. 
These women,’’ be continued, ‘*‘must dress, you see, and after using up 
their own pile, they fall back on ours, which keeps us poor all the time 
No, sir, I'll never get married.’’ He admired the idea of a sayings 
bank greatly, and determined, he said, to put his next money out at in.

The remainder of the cabins afforded but little material for writing. 
There was nothing particularly striking about any of the occupants, gaye 
those already mentioned. ‘The next morning, however, we started for 
the mill, where there were some of the Senator's best and most faithful 
slaves at work. We found Jack, the miller, hard at work sawing logs 
of pine and grinding corn. He had sole charge of the establishment, 
and managed the mill just as well as any white person could. I found 
Jack a most communicative fellow, and quite a philosopher in his way. 
He told me that he was able to saw about 2000 feet of lumber per day, 
and when Saturday night came he was able to make $8 or $9 for him- 
self. He made about $150 or $200 a year out of his Saturday nights’ 
work, and could, if he had plenty of water, he said, make $800 a year. 
I asked him what he did with his money, when he laughed, and said ho 
buried it for safe keeping. 

‘‘May be you intend to buy your freedom,”’ I inquired, ‘‘with the mo- 
ney vou are saving up ?’’ 

‘‘No, sir,’’ he replied, ‘tthe Governor wouldu’t take any amount of 
money for me. Why, he has been offered $2000 for me many a time. 
Something belongs to me that you don’t fiud in every nigger. You see 
Tam a little honest. Not much, perbaps, but some. No, sir, money 
couldn’t buy me.”’ 

I laughed heartly at Jack’s round about way of self-praise, and sug 
gested he must be a valuable man. 

“I guess I am, sir,’’ he replied. ‘‘I’'ve worked on this ere mill for 
over thirty years, and I think I ought to know something by this.”’ 

Although he was seventy years old, he was as hale and hearty asa 
man of thirty. He told me that he was one of six brothers, and that 
hig father, who is 127 years old, is still living on one of the neighboring 
plantations. Jack is quite a favorite among the fair sex. In the sum- 
mer he takes the girls out upon the millpond in his bateau, as he calls 
it, and amuses them catching trout. Frequeatly ladies and gentlemen 
come from Wetumpka on picnic excursions, and insist on Jack’s rowing 
them up and down the pond. Of course the mill has to be stopped 
while the miller is away on such excursions ; but Jack always manages 
to make up for the lost time by working early and late the next day or 
two afterwards. On one occasion Jack was sent into Montgomery fora 
crank that had been ordered by Mr. Fitzpatrick at one of the machine 
shops. The machinist, however, refused to deliver it up unless it was 
| paid for on the spot. 

*What,”’ said Jack, ‘‘you refuse to trust my master? Why, he has 
| to tote his nnoney to the bank in wagon loads, he has got so much of it 
I believe I have got money enough wyself to settle this here bill ;”’ ani, 
| drawing out his wallet, Jack handed the man the price of the crank, 
| aud lett the shop in high dudgeon. 
| AwaM, the carpenter and machinist genius of the plantation, bas 4 
| workshop close by the mill. He is thoroughly skilled in carpenter aud 
| cabinet work, and recently put up a very bandsome house for one of 
| Senator Fitzpatrick’s sons. He has also a great taste for gardening and 
the nursery business. He showed me bis apple and peach orchard, and 
brought us all through his nursery grounds. He has several thousand 
| young peach and apple-trees, which he sells to the neighboring planters. 
Last year he made $150 by his nursery, while his cotton patch yielded 
him $150 more. He has seven acres of ground under cultivation, and 
this spring he intends making an addition of two acres to his patch. 
Aham is not one of those negroes who bury their money in the grounds. 
He has too much sense for that. His plan is to lend his money out on 
interest. He has about $1000 loaned out, and holds the notes of two 
planters for over $700. Aham is a very intelligent-looking man, and is 
possessed of a great deal of general information. Besides his nursery 
and cotton patch, he is possessed of an ox and cart for drawing wood or 
sending his trees to market. Mr. Fitzpatrick has had him since he was 
a boy ten years old, and esteems him highly. As in the case of Jack, I 
don’t think money would buy Aham. 


_ Dennis, the deacon, assists Aham in the carpenter’s shop, and occa 
sionally works in the blacksmith’s shop. Dennis has the reputation of 
being quite religious, and wears a very sober face. I asked him if he 
was the preacher, when he replied that he hadn’t got up as high as that 
yet. He merely gave ‘‘a little good advice to people, that was all. 
He hoped though, some of these days, he said, to become a minister of 
the Gospel. The Church was evidently Dennis’ hobby, and I have no 
doubt he will one day realize his fondest hopes, and leave the carpenter 5 
bench for the pulpit. ’ 

Austin, the blacksmith, is a stout hearty looking fellow, about thirty- 
five years of age. He has been the property of Mr. Fitzpatrick for twelve 
years, and has a wife and several children. His cotton patch yields him 
from $75 to $100 a year. What he does with his money no one but him- 
self can tell. It is said, however, that he buries it in the pine woods. 
He is a cheerful, good-looking man, and would not accept his freedom 
if you were to offer it to him, so attached is he to Oak Grove and its 12- 
habitants. 4 

The musical celebrity and general favorite among the negroes is Bil i 
the fiddier, a young fellow about twenty years of age. His oer 
powers may be overrated, but the darkies all say he is the greatest 1¢

Charleston was guarded by more than 
twe thousand men, 

Half an-hour after nine in the morning, the commodore gave signal to 
Clinton that he should go on the attack. An hour later the rbips-of-war 
were under weigh. Gadsden, Cotesworth Pinckney, and the rest at Fort 
Johnson watched all their movements; in Charleston the wharfs and 
water-side along the bay were crowded with troops under arms aud look- 
ers on. ‘The men of Carolioa must foil their adversary, or their city may 
perish ; their houses be sacked and burned, and the savages on the froa- 
ier start from their lurking places. No grievous oppressions weighed 
down the industry of Nouth tleedites ; she came forth to the struggle 
from generous sympathy ; and now the battle is to be fought for her chief 
city, and the province. 

The “Thunderbomb,’ covered by the ‘Friendship,’ began the action by 
throwing shells, which it continued, till more than sixty were discharg- 
ed; of these some burst in the air; ove lighted on the magazine without 
doing injury; the rest sunk in the morass, or were buried in the sand 
within the fort. At about a quarter to eleven the ‘Active,’ of twenty- 
eight guns, disregirding four or five shots fired at her while under sail ; 
the ‘Bristol,’ with fifty guns, having on board Sir Peter Parker and Lord 
William Campbell, the Governor ; the ‘Experiment,’ also of fifty guns ; 
and the ‘Solebay,’ of tweuty-eight, brought up within about three hun- 
dred and fifty yards of the loot, let go their anchors with springs upon 
their cables, aud began a most furious c.nnonade. Every sailor expected 
that two broadsi ies would end the strife ; but the soft, fibrous, spongy 
wood of the palmetto withstood the rapid fire, and neither split, nor 
splintered, nor started ; and the parapet was high enough to protect the 
men on the platforms. When broadsides from three or four of the men- 
of-war struck the logs at the same instant, the shock gave the merlons a 
tremor, but the pile remained uninjured. Moultrie had but one-tenth 
as many guns a+ were brought to bear on him, and was moreover obliged 
to stint the use of powder. His guns accordingly were fired very slowly, 
the officers taking aim, and waiting always for the smoke to clear away, 
that they might point with more precision. ‘Mind the commodore, mind 
the fifty-gun ships,’ were the woids that passed along the platform from 
officers and men. 

‘shall I send for more powder ?”’ asked Moultrie of Motte. 

“To be sure,’ said Motte. 

And Moultrie wrote to Lee: ‘‘I believe we shall want more powder. 
At the rate we goon, I think we shall ; but you can see that. Pray send 
us more, if you think proper.’’ 

More vessels were seen coming up, and cannon were heard from the 
north-east. Clinton had promised support; not knowing what else to 
do, he directed the batteries on Long Island to open a cannonade ; and 
several shells were thrown into Thomson's intrenchments, doing no 
other damage than wounding one soldier. The tiring was returned by 
Thompson with his one eighteen-pounder ; but, fiom the distance, with 
little effect. 

At twelve o'clock the light infantry, grenadiers, and the fifteenth re- 
giment embarked in boats, while floating batteries and armed craft got 
under weigh to cover the landing ; but the troops never 80 much as once 
attempted to land. The detachment had hardly left Long Island before 
it was ordered tu disembark, for it was seen that “the landing was im- 
practicable, and would have been the destruction of many brave men 
without the least probability of success.’ ‘The American defences were 
so well constructed, the approach so difficult, Thomson so vigilant, his 
men such skilful sharpshooters, that had the British landed, they would 
have been cut to pieces. ‘It ws impossible,’’ says Clinton, ‘‘to decide 
positively upon any plan ,’’ and be did nothing. 

An attack on Haddrell s Point would have been still more desperate ; 
though the Commodore, at Clinton's request, sent three frigates to codp- 
erate with him iu that design. The people of Charleston, as they looked 
from the battery with senses quickened by the nearness of danger, be- 
held the Sphinx, the Acteon, and the Syren, each of twenty-eight guns, 
sailing as if to get between Haddrell 5 Point and the fo t, 60 a8 to enfilade 
the works, and when the rebels should be driven from them, to cut off 
their retreat. It was a moment of danger, for the f rt on that side was 





unfinished. But the pilots kept too far tu the south, so that they ran all 
the three upon a bank of sand, known as the Lower Middle Ground. 
Gladdened by seeing the frigates thus entangled, the people at Charles- 
ton were swayed alternately by fears and hopes; the armed inhabitants 
stood every one at his post, uncertain but that they might be called to 
immediite action, hardly daring to believe that Moultrie’s small and ill- 
furnished garrison could beat off the squadron, when behold! his flag 
disappears from their eyes. Fea:ing that his colors had been strack, they 
prepared to meet the invaders at the water's edge, trusting in Providence 
and preferring death to slavery. In the fort, William Jasper, a sergeant, 
perceived that the flag had been cut down by a ball from the enemy and 
had fallen over the ramparts. ‘Colonel,’’ said he to Moultrie, ‘‘don’t 
let us fight without a flag.’’ 

‘What can you du?’’ asked Moultrie ; ‘‘the staff is broken off.’’ 

‘*Then,’’ said Jasper, ‘‘1’ll fix it on a halberd, and place it on the 
metlon of the bastiun next the enemy ;"’ and leaping through an ew- 
brasure and braving the thickest fire of the enemy, he took up the 
flag, returned with it safely and planted it, as he had prom sed, oo the 
summit of the merlon. ‘The day was exceedingly hot, the almost vecti- 
cal sun of mid-summer glared from a cloudless sky, aud the tempera- 
ture was increased by the blize from the cannon on the platform. All 
of the garison threw off their coats during the beat of the action, and 
some were almost naked ; Moultrie and several of the officers smoked 
their pipes as they gave their orders. The defence was conducted with- 
in sight of those whose watchfuloess was to them most aaimating. 
They knew that their movemente were observed by tbe iobsbitants 
from the bousetops of Charleston; by the veteran Armstrong, and the 
little army at Haddrell’s Poiat; by Gadsden at Fort Juhnion, who was 
almust near evough to take part in the engagement, and was chafing 
with discontent at vot being bimeelf in the scene of danger. Exposed 
to an increased caunonade, which seemed suffi: ient to dsunt the bravest 
veterans, they stuck to their guns with the greatest constancy. Hit by 
a ball which entered throvga ap embrasure, McDaniel cried vont to his 
brother suldiers: ‘‘l am dyiug, but dou’t let the cause of liberty expire 
with me this day.’’

THE MATCH BETWEEN DANIEL BOONE AND 
PLANET. 


Kicuxonp, Va., July 5, 1860. 

To the Editors of the ‘Spirit of the Times.’’--Wien the card of Messrs. 
Jackson and Cheatham appeared in your paper, proposing to run Da- 
niel Boone against Planet, and Laura Farris against Fanny Washington, 
the following bet was offered and taken :— 

A proposed to bet $100 that if the Doswells accepted the terms of J. 
& C., the latter would back out ; B accepted the bet, under the persuasion 
that no such card would be published by any persons connected with the 
Turf, without the authority and the means of redeeming their pledge. 

The time within which they were required to deposit their forfeit hav- 
ing passed by, and no deposit having been miade by J. & C., A claimed 
the bet, which was acknowledged an‘! paid by B. 

Since then it has been asserted by the N. Y. ‘‘Herald,’’ on what au- 
thority is not stated, tbat the match was, by consent of parties, converted 
into a sweepstakes in order that Congaree might be admitted. 

If this be true, then the bet was not lost by B, and the money was 
improperly paid, and as in that case J. & C. could not be said to have 
backed out, Bb would have been the winner instead of the loser of the 
bet. Under this state of the case the parties, who presume that you are 
familiar with the facts, have agreed to submit the case to you, and ask 
you to decide bow the bet stands. 

In this connection I may be permitted to introduce another question 
of great interest and importance to gentlemen of the Turf, which I hope 
will be properly discussed and settled at once. 

A and B engage to run a match for a given sum-—say $10,000 a side— 
and enter into a written contract or agreement stipulating the terms, 
whereby each party binds himself to deposit the forfeit at a given time 
and place. One party complies with the terms prescribed, and the 
other does not. A, for example, deposits his iorfeit at the time and 
place designated, B does not ; does this failure on the part of B realease 
him from all obligation to comply, or does he stand indebted to A for 
the amount of the forfeit? 





It has never been contended that the tailure to pay a forfeit ia a 
sweepstakes at the time it was due released the paity from the obliga- 
tion to pay ; why, then, should the failure to deposit the forfeit in a 
match at the time it was due vitiate the contract and discharge the 
obligation to pay? Aud why are not Messrs. Jackson & Cheatham not 
bound to Messrs. I. & T. W. Doswell for the $12,500 forfeits agrecd to 
be put up, but which are not forthcoming, provided the Doswells were 
not parties to the change as represented by the ‘‘Herald ?”’ 

The written agreement is in the nature of a bond, and it appears to 
me that the failure to comply with the terms of the agreement would 
no more discharge the defaulting party from the moral obligation of 
the contract, than would the failure to meet the bond the day it was 
due releas2 him from all obligation to pay at a future day. 
lf it were a contract tur the sale and purchase cf a horse to be de- 
livered at acertain time and place, the seller bsing at the place and at 
the time stipulated and ready to deliver, the failure of the purchaser to 
comply with his part of the terms of the contract would not release him 
from the obligation to pay, and it would be recoverable at law. Why 
should net the contract for a match have the same binding force on the 
parties as far as it could be enforced ? 
lam not aware that this question bas been mooted, or that there 
have been any adjudications upon it, but it is time there should be some 
understanding and decision in reference to it, for the matter J see is 
treated very lightly by you in your last number, when you summatily 
dispose of the match in the following language: 

“The card was published in good faith by the above named goutle- 


men (Messrs. J. & C.,) who afterwards learned that the owners of Daniel 
Boone refused to give them the use of their favorite, and the match /e!l 
through, to the regret and toss of Messrs, Doswell, as well as disappoint- 
meat of our racing lovers, for Planet and Fanny were thereby prevented 
from coming here to our Spring Meeting.’’ 

‘*The match,’’ you say, ‘‘fell through to the regret and loss of Messrs. 
Doswell.’’ Why so’ How did it fail through? What had the Doswel 
party to do with the consent of the owners? Was any such reserva-l 
tion contained in the card of Messrs. Jackson & Cheatham, or was their 
proposition abolute and unqualified? Let your construction of this 
match prevail, and match racing is at an end between the North and South, 
or parties who are remote from each other. How many challenges will 
be offzred, and banters made, to build up false and cheap reputations 
for horses all over the country, when no responsibility attaches to the 
challenging party, and he may avoid all pecuniary responsibility simply 
by not fulfilling his engagement, will be seen after a while.

NOTE BY THE EDITOR. 
‘‘A Subscriber for Thirty Years’’ sadly misconceives our notions of 
the match. Every geotleman with whom we conversed upon the 
subject, at Nashviile, through Kentucky, and here in New York, 
can bear testimony that our views correspoud exactly with those of 
our correspondent. We have, however, no law upon the subject, 
nor precedent, that we are aware of, and it is not for us to make 
such law. Each Club in the United Statcs ought to give immediate ex- 
pression to their opinion on the matter, eo that such an unfortunate 
circumstance may be prevented in future. ‘be reason we treated the 


matter so ‘‘very ligbtly’’ was that—not knowing positively all the cir- 


cumstances, we could rot, in justice to all parties, write otherwise. 
There are two mcdes of preventing a repetition of euch a disappointment 
and loss—the one is to require the proposer to make a deposit in respon- 
sible hands at the timecf giving a challenge; the other for Clubs to 


stakee. We trust Mr. James Jackson will write us the full detaila, how- 
ever ; he owes it to himself, to the racing community, and to ourselves, 
todo this. We repeat, that we bave every confidence in Mr. Jackson’s 
ability and willingness to put money enough to make the match, if the 


owners of Daniel Boone had not refused bim the use of their horse ; and 
we believe the disappoiatment to bim was very great. 

Mr. Jackson can alone decide the bet, by statiog whether Messrs 
Jackson & CueaTuaM backed out or not. If the stake was accepted by 
Messrs. Dosweut as a compromise, the beta should be withdrawa,

The second match between Flora and Patchen was fixed for Tuesday 
last, and terminated in a very unsatisfactory manner, as described in the 
following telegram :— 

PHILADELPHIA, July 10, 1866 

The second match between Flora Temple and George M. Patchen, at two 
mile heats, in harness, came off to-day, ou the Suffolk Park Course, About 
three thousand people were present. The stallion was sold just betore the race 
to William Waltermire, Esq., of New York, ior twenty-tive thousand dollars, the 
stakes of this race to go to the purchaser if Patchen won. The first heat was 
won by Patchen in four minutes fifty-one and a half seconds, he getting the pole 
as wellasalength and a half the best of the start. Previous to the race the 
betting was one hundred to forty on the mare. After this heat one hundred to 
sixty was bet on the horse. A false start ensued for the second heat, the mare 
goiug round the course twice, thinking it a true start; but this was overruled 
by the judges. In the actual second heat Flora won in five minutes, one and a 
half seconds. The Philadelphia roughs behaved disgracefully towards the horse 
in coming up the homestretch on the second heat; throwing blankets, caps, &c., 
in his face, causing him to swerve, and destroying his chance completely. He 
was consequently withdrawn entirely, and Flora proclaimed the winner

nessed in the United States, with the exception of the Ali England 
cricketers. The President of the New York Club, Heory Sharp, presented 
the token of victory to Richard Stevens, the Captain of the American, 
in au appropriate speech, which was feelingly acknowledged.

A New Hippopotamas, 
Another hippopotamus was born in the Jardin des 
Plantes in Paris, on the 18th of May. He was received

ternal hippopotamus had no time to see he off- 


y and yet she indulged ina long fit of anger 
Without the aid of an enormous whip with which the 
keeper was furnished, he could hardly have secured 
his retreat ; but by its aid he succeeded in getting out 
of the basin and shutting the grate behind him. 

MM. Isidore Geoffroy-Saint-Hilaire and Florent Pre- 
yost were immediately called in, and they found that 
the new comer was a very well-formed male. He was 

laced in a basin exposed to the sun, and he imme- 
diately took to swimming and splashing about as 
though he had taken lessons from his father and mo- 
~~ was fed on warm cow's milk, which he drank 
with avidity ; in four days he consumed nearly three 
gallons of it. He slept a good part of each day ona 
bed of straw covered with a flannel blanket ; the rest 
of the time he amused himself in a basin of warm wa- 
iis keeper, who did not leave him for a moment, 
could not make the least movement but his nursling 
would open his eyes enough to ensure himself that his 
adopted father was not going to leave him. At night 
he slept with his head on his keeper’s breast, and slept 
well until daybreak 

When he wanted to drink he roared like a calf, 
which, indeed, he somewhat resembled in form. He 
measured about four feet in length, and weighed 130 
pounds at birth. His skin, soft, moist, and mellow to 
the touch, had nothing of that rose-tint which charac- 
terized the two other hippopotamus born in the mena- 
cerie in 1858 and 1859. It was blackish in some 
places, and in others of a greyish white. There was a 
very queer orange-tint about his lips.
